A week of rising unrest across

COUNTERING COVID-19 


Focus falls on clusters 
of large virus outbreaks 


Expert says officials need 
to target hot spots, which 
seem to be big gatherings

After two-and-a-half months 
of lockdown restrictions to slow 
the spread of COVID-19, it’s be- 
come clear where Californians are 
most at risk. 

Long-term care homes for the 
elderly, jails and prisons, food 


processing plants and social gath- 
erings appear to be the main cul- 
prits for repeated outbreaks. 

And as communities begin 
lifting restrictions on churches, 
schools and other large gather- 
ings, the state’s major outbreaks 
offer clues to where health mea- 
sures are most needed going for- 
ward. 

“Were clearly seeing those 
clusters of cases occurring in 
these congregate settings — that 
is a warning to us that in those 
types of settings we have to be 
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
